Probability of heavy tax in- 
creases or sharp curtailment of 
municipal services in St. Louis 
next year was indicated today 
when city officials announced 
they expected the city would 
have a substantial deficit 
the end of the current 
year. 

The Board of Estimate 
Apportionment, composed 
the Mayor, aldermanic presi- | 
dent and comptroller, said in a 
Statement it could do little to 
reduce current expenditures in 
order to forestall an anticipat- | 
ed $2,550,000 deficit for the 
year ending next March 31. 

The board pointed out that 
the deficit would have to be 
made up next April before ap- 
propriations could be made for 
municipal services after | 
March 31. 

Firings Ruled Out. 

On the basis of an opinion 
received’ from Acting City 
Counselor Charles J. Dolan, the 
Board concluded the city could 
not dismiss any employes to 
cut down the anticipated def- 
icity 

Dolan said that, in his opin- 
jon, employes could not be 
fired solely because funds 
available did not equal appro- 
priations,

Officials acquainted with the 
civil service provisions of the 
charter said last employes can- 
not be fired without cause ex- 
cept upon the abolition of 
function in which they are en- | 
gaged.

roll, they pointed out. 

The Board’s statement, call- 
ing attention to Dolan’s opin- 
ion, said: 


“In view of this, the Board 
has determined the only feas- 
ible approach to the fiscal prob- 
lem is to continue with the 
present work force, with strict 
adherence to yesterday's order 
that personnel vacancies shall 
not be filled and the purchase 
of materials and supplies shall 
be sharply curtailed. 

“The only exceptions to this 
order will be emergency serv- 
ices. 

“Mr. Dolan also advises that 
the only other possible alterna- 
tive would be to request the 
Board of Aldermen to reduce 
the general appropriations or- 
dinance. We do not believe this 
could be accomplished in time 
to result in any substantial sav- 
ings during the three remain- 
ing months of the fiscal year. 

“In view of the fact that the 
city is virtually forced to con-| 
tinue spending at the present 
rate, the deficit at the end of 
the fiscal year will be substan- |

Rebel broadcasts conceded 
that the savage fighting now 
had moved north and east of 
that city controlling highways 
from Havana to eastern Cuba. 

Fighters, bombers, artillery, 
tanks, armored cars and infan- 
try were repoorted attacking 
rebels throughout Las Villas 
province, of which Santa Clara 
is the capital. 

A rebel broadcast said forces 
in the town of Cruces just west 
of Santa Clara “are no longer 
able to resist in the face of at- 


tacks by tanks.” 
3000 Casualties. 
“There are numerous dead 
and wounded,” the broadcast 
added 


Government sources put 
rebel casualties in the furious 
street-by-street fighting in 
Santa Clara at 3000 killed or 
wounded. 

Government sources asserted 
aerial attacks alone had in- 
flicted 2000 casualties on the 
rebels. Government losses were 
not indicated but one informant 
said the army was killing three 
rebels for every soldier lost. 

Prime Minister Gonzalo 
Guell told newsmen after a 
conference with President Ful- 
gencio Batista that the rebels 


had been smashed at Santa 
Clara. 

He said “all is going well and 
our troops are pushing toward 


Camaguey province,” which lies 
between Las Villas and Oriente 
province, the rebel stronghold 
at the eastern end of the island. 

The rebels appeared to be in 
a bad Way. One rebel com- 
mander was heard radioing 
urgently tor reinforcements 
The government is known to 
outnumber the rebels in Las 
Villas, possibly as much as 10 
to l. 

Attacks by Planes. 

Planes machine-gunned reb- 
els holding out in Trinidad, in 
southern Las Villas, and in 
other sectors of eastern and 
northeastern Las Villas. 

Rebel broadcasts, which had 
been saying the overthrow of 
Batista was imminent stopped 
talking about the fighting in 
Las Villas. 

The rebels claimed new suc- 
cesses in Oriente. They said 
they captured the City of Guan- 
tanamo, 27 miles nortn of the 
United States naval base of the 
same name. 

The government rushed thou- 


sands of reinforcements to 
Santa Clara. about 160 miles 
east of Havana. Tanks, artil- 


lery and warplanes are back- 
ing up infantrymen in fighting 
against an estimated 3000 rebel 
soldiers. 


Some government sources 
said the army was now clean- 
ing up in the city, hunting 


rebels from house to house and 
warning civilians of a death 
| penalty for aiding rebels. Many 
civilians had fled the city of 
150,000 since street fighting 
began Monday. 

Truce Bid Spurned. 

Castro’s commander in Santa 
Clara, Ernesto Guevara, was 
reported to have asked for a 
truce to remove casualties from 
the streets but was 
Guevara reported that an army 
group of unspecified size had 
deserted to him and 300 sol- 
diers had surrendered, the 
rebel radio said.

An ouster decree, effective

A. MecMillian, who found the 
building commissioner guilty 
of gross misconduct after a 
trial. The order was sent by 
special delivery mail to 
Fletcher. 

Judge McMillian told a re- 
porter that any functions of his 
office which Fletcher may per- 
form after receiving the re- 
moval decree are_ invalid 
“Once he receives the ouster 
order, he is trespassing if he 
comes into his office,” 
judge said. 

To Confer With Judge. 

Informed of Fletcher's deci- 
sion to remain on the job. 
George A. Jensen, attorney for 
the plaintiffs, said he will con- 
sult today with Judge McMil- 
lian and take ‘‘whatever action, 
if any, is necessary” to enforce

compliance with the court or- 
der. 
Jensen added that “the im- 


portant thing to the plaintiffs 
is that Fletcher has been re- 
moved from office. Whether 
the order is effective today or

Notes Reject Free City 
Plan for Berlin — 
Russian Proposal to 


Shift Control 
Termed Illegal. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 31 (AP) 
The Western Big Three 
called on Russia today to dis- 
cuss the entire German prob- 
lem, including Berlin's future, 
at a new four-power confer- 
ence. They rejected firmly any 
such talks “under menace or 
ultimatum.” 


In separate but similar notes 
to Moscow, the United States, 
Britain and France: 


1. Flatly rejected Premier 
Khrushchev's proposal to 
turn West Berlin into a so- 
called free city. 

2. Denounced as a violation 
of international agreements 
Khrushchev's announced plan 
to turn over Soviet controls 
in East Berlin to the East 
Germans. 


3. Served notice the three 
Allies intend to keep their 
forces in West Berlin to pro- 
tect the freedom and se- 
curity of the more than 2.,- 
000,000 West Berliners. 


In offering to talk over the 
German deadlock, the United 
States said in a 2000-word note 
that it is “ready at any time to 
enter into discussions with the 
Soviet government... .” 

‘Wider Framework.’ 

The note emphasized, how- 
ever that pe proposed talks 
wou not on the Berlin 
problem tol but should em- 
brace “the wider framework 
of negotiations for a solution 
of the German problem as well 
as that of European security.” 

The note mentioned the 
need to talk over Western pro- 
posals for free all-German 
elections or “any other pro- 
posals genuinely designed to 
secure the unification of Ger- 
'many in freedom... .” . 

No date or place was sug- 
gested for the talks. Nor was 
there any hint of the level at 
which the discussions would be 
held. 

Some Western diplomatic of- 
ficials are known to be think- 
ing in terms of a Big Four for- 
eign ministers’ conference 
some time in the spring. 

The note made clear, without 
name-calling, that the United 
States rejects Khruschev’'s 
threat to turn East Berlin over 
to the Communist East Ger- 
man regime some time in May. 

It said of Khrushchev's pro- 
posal, made on Nov. 27: 

“Public répudiation of solemn 
engagements, formally entered 
into and repeatedly reaffirmed, 
coupled with an ultimatum 
threatening unilateral action to 
implement that repudiation un- 
less it be acquiesced in within 
six months, would afford no 
reasonable basis for negotiation 
between sovereign states. 

“The Government of _ the 
United States could not embark 
on discussions with the Soviet 
Union upon these questions un- 
der menace or ultimatum; in- 
deed, if that were intended, the 
United States would be obliged 
immediately to raise a protest 
in the strongest terms. 

“Hence, it is assumed that 
this is not the purpose of the 
Soviet note of Nov. 27 and that 
the Soviet Government, like it- 
self, is ready to enter into dis- 
cussion in an atmosphere de- 
void of coercion or threats.” 

Early Reply Sought. 

The note called for an early 
reply from the Soviets about 
possible negotiations. It re- 
called that Russia has not yet 
replied to Western Big Three 
notes of Sept. 30 which pro- 
posed a new conference on the 
German problem. 

Russia was reminded that a 
big part of East Germany was 
captured in the ~'ar against 
Nazi Germany by American 
troops. 

Large parts of the German 
provinces of Mecklenburg, Sax- 
ony, Thuringia and Anhalt were 
turned over to the Soviets un- 
der occupation agreements 
Sept. 12, 1944, and May 1, 1945, 
the note said. The Allied foot- 
hold in Berlin was agreed to 
by the Soviets, it said, as part 
of a deal whereby Russia got 
one-third of its present zone in 
East Germany from Allied 
forces.

The transition marked the 
assembly for the first time of 
all the major elements of the 
over-all] agency ordered by 
Congress last fall to take over 
the control of civil and military 
flying. 

There was no formal change- | 
over ceremony. FAA came into | 
being Nov. 1 by absorbing the 
Airways Modernization Board, 
its 200 employes and its $30,- | 
000,000 of appropriations. The | 
Modernization Board now op- 
erates as the FAA’s Bureau of | 
Research and Development. 

Next month FAA will move | 
into a completely renovated 
office building, formerly a hos- 
pital, near the White House 


Employes Absorbed. 

Today's post-midnight tran- 
sition involved the transfer to 
FAA of more than 27,000 CAA | 
employes and 24 CAB workers, 
along with $365,000,000 in CAA 
appropriations and $102,000 al- 
lotted for CAB safety rule 
functions. 

FAA also acquired 135 offi- 
cers and enlisted men of the} 
armed forces, the first of 15.- 
000 military communications 
and traffic control personne! 
who will be permanently 
assigned to the mammoth new 
agency. | 

Heading the FAA is Elwood | 
R. Quesada, former presiden- 
tial aviation adviser.

To meet the problems asso- 
ciated with ever increasing air 


traffic, the CAA 1958 pur- 
chased more than $77,000,000 
in new electronic equipment. 


This was the greatest annual 
aviation investment the Gov- 
ernment had made in the air 
age. 

The CAB _ yesterday _ in- 
creased the floor of the na- 
tional airways—now at 700 feet 
-—to a minimum of 1500 feet, 
effective in 1960. It was a 
major move to give private 
flyers elbow room under the 
air space required by the air- 
lines. 

Currently a private pilot 
must file an instrument flight 
plan and remain under the 
control of federal radar traf- 
fic controllers whenever he 
flies above 700 feet. 

Increases Altitude. 

The rise in the flight floor 
means that the private pilot 
can operate at more than twice 
the present altitude without 
going on instruments and com- 
ing under ground costrol. 

In order to assure safe sepa- 
ration of traffic above and be- 
low the floor, the CAB ordered 
that planes on the airways 
must keep at least 500 feet 
above the new minimum—not 
lower than 2000 feet above the 
ground. The current separa- 
tion is 300 feet, requiring in- 
strument flight traffic to re- 
main at least 1000 feet above 
the ground. 

Because this change will re- 
quire extensive flight check- 
ing and evaluation of naviga- 
tional aids, the new regulation 
will not become fully effective 
until Jan. 1, 1960. 

However, the CAB said the 
CAA had reported that the re- 
vised rules could be made ef- 
fective in part in certain areas 
sooner, possibly almost im- 
mediately.

for smallpox is 14 days. The 
babies and their mothers had 
flown here from Heidelberg 
Dr. Harold M. Graning, re- 
gional medical director for the 
Public Health Service, said 
“Temporary detention of un- 
vaccinated persons is an un- 
fortunate but necessary proce- 
dure undre the circumstances.”

The British said they do not 
in any way accept the Soviet 
one-sided denunciation of the 
agreement under which the 
four powers occupy Berlin. 

The British note deplored 
that Germany has not yet been 
reunified and offered again to 
discuss with the Soviet Union 
“proposals genuinely designed 
to insure the reunification of 
Germany in freedom, in any 
appropriate form.” These dis- 
cussions would embrace the 
problem of Berlin. 

In rejecting the Soviet pro- 
posal for changing the occu- 
pations status of Berlin, the 
British note said: 

“The Soviet Union has di- 
rectly and through the regime 
which it refers to as the Ger- 
man Democratic Republic con- 
solidated its hold over the 
large areas which the Western 
Allies relinquished to it. 

“It now demands that 
Western Allies should relin- 
quish their rights in Berlin. | 
But agreement made by the 
four powers cannot be consid- 
ered obsolete because one of 
them, having obtained the full 
advantage therefrom, now con- 
siders that the time has come 
to cancel them. These agree- 
ments are binding upon all of 
the signatories so long as they 
have not been replaced by 
other agreements following free 
negotiations.” 

The note said the ig ers 
between the Allies provid 
for occupation of Berlin ca | 
only be terminated by mutual 
consent. 

“The British government will 
accordingly cohtinue to hold 
the Soviet government directly 
responsible under existing 
agreéments for the discharge of 
its obligations undertaken with 
respect to Berlin,” the note 
added. 

Britain referred again to its 
proposal of Sept. 30 offering to 
enter into discussions with the 
Russians on the basis of West- 
ern proposals for free all- 
German elections and free 
decisions for an all-German 
government. The Soviet gov- 
ernment has not yet replied to 
this proposal but it has re- 
peatedly rejected the idea. 

“Public repudiation of sol- 
emn engagements, formally en- 
tered into and repeatedly re- 
affirmed,” the British note 
said, “coupled with an ultima- 
tum threatening unilateral ac- 
tion to implement that repu- 
diation unless it be acquiesced 
in within six months would af- 
ford no reasonable basis for 
negotiation between sovereign 
states. 

“Her Majesty’s Government 
could not embark on discus- 
sions with the Soviet govern- 
ment upon these questions un- 
der menace. It is assumed that 
this is not the purpose of the 
Soviet note of Nov. 27 and that 
the Soviet government, like 
ourselves, ready to enter 
into discussions in an atmos- 
phere devoid of coercion of 
threats.” 


Note by France. 


France, in a terse note, flatly | 
declared it could not accept |. 
the Kremlin plan to turn over 
Soviet responsibilities in Ber- 
lin to Communist East Ger- 
many. It said French troops in 
West Berlin guarantee the 
security and liberty of the 
people of the French sector. 

The French note said the So- 
viet Union could not on its own 
reject four-power accords on 
Berlin which were reached in 
free diplomatic negotiations. 

The French said the note of 
Nov. 27 from Premier Khrush- 
chev was a distorted view of 
the history of events at the 
time of World War II. 

“The least that can be said 
is that this exposition does not 
conform to reality,” it said.

Suggestions for Laws. 

Its suggestions for remedial 
legislation fall in two main 
categories: 

1. Congress should enact a 
code of ethics governing the 
conduct of members of regu- 
latory agencies, agency em- 
ployes, lawyers appearing be- 
fore the agencies and persons 
interested in matters pending 
before the agencies. 

The report recommends 
that such a code of ethics 
apply to all federal regula- 
tory boards and commissions. 
“Provision should be made 
for civil and criminal sanc- 
tions and for continuous en- 
forcement,” the report states. 

2. Congress should enact a 
law prohibiting ex parte con- 
tacts with agency members 
and employes. An ex parte 
contact or communication is 
one made privately to one 
commissioner or agency em- 
ploye by a party toa pending 
case, without the knowledge 
of the other parties or other 
commissioners. 


The report recommends 
that Congress enact “both 
civil sanctions and criminal 
penalties” to punish “ex 


parte or extra-record repre- 

sentations, written or unwrit-

The year 1958 was cool. 

That's not jazz phrase, but 
official Weather Bureau lan- 
guage. 

The bureau reported today 
that the average temperature 
here for the year just ending 
was 54 degrees, the second low- 
est in the .years it has been 
keeping records. 

The lowest average tempera- 
ture for a year was 52.8, set in 
1875. This year’s average is 
the lowest since 1917 when it 
also was 54. 

In keeping with the year’s 
cool aspect, the highest temper- 
ature recorded was 95, the low- 
est maximum for any year since 
1950. A lower maximum tem- 
perature had not been recorded 


since 1915 when it was 94. The " 


maximum reading this year oc- 
curred on June 8 and Aug. 30. 
The summer season opened 
with a low of 53 degrees last 
June 22, tying the record for 
that date. It was the coolest 
summer in eight years. It was 
followed by an equally delight- 
ful autumn, with temperatures 
during a period from Nov. 11 
through 17 averaging 64 de- 
grees, or 18 above normal. 
Lowest temperature of the 
year occurred on Feb. 16 and 
17 when the thermometer 
dropped to 5 below zero. It 
was the coldest February in 22 
years. 


Precipitation was _ slightly 
above normal, totaling 37.13 
inches compared with the 
normal year's fall of 36.73. It 
was far below the, near-recor1 


precipitation of 1957, which 
measured 52.72 inches. 
The wettest month in 1958 


was July when 7.81 inches of 
rain fell. That was 5.23 inches 
above normal and the third 
wettest July since 1900. 

Driest month was December. 
Until noon yesterday only .07 
of an inch of precipitation had 
been measured, slightly below 
the record December low of 
.08 of an inch set in 1955. Addi- 
tional snowfall was expected to 
raise precipitation above the 
1955 mark before the month 
ends tonight. 

A total of 29 inches of snow- 
fall was recorded. Although the 
Weather Bureau keeps snowfall 
records by seasons rather than 
calendar years, there has not 
been more than 29 inches of 
snow in any season since 1929- 
30 when 30 inches of snow fell. 

Heaviest snowfalls occurred 
last January and March, with 
12 inches each month. Last 
month there were five inches. 

A small tornado was reported 
in south St. Louis last Sept. 16 
and there were wind storms 
that caused damage on* April 
23 and June 1. Highest wind 
velocity was 63 miles per hour 
recorded April 23.

In the most drastic reform of 
this country’s judicial system 
Napoleonic era, De 
Gaulle and Debre have decreed 
that judges shall no longer be 
maintained in small country 
they handle no 
more than 80 cases a year. 

The main principle _ that 
guided Napoleon in his judicial 
reforms was that each pleader 
should be able to reach the 
court where his case would be 
judged in no more than eight 
hours 

To save time and money De 
Gaulle aims at centralizing the ' 


courts in important areas and 


eliminating intermediary legal 
procedures. With the travel 
facilities now available there 


is no longer any need for them. 

This will add to the respon- 
sibilties of the judges and their 
salaries will be commensurate- 
ly raised 

One of the main changes is 
to put an end to justices of 
the peace sitting in small dis- 
tricts. Now civil and criminal 
courts will be centralized in 
each department and minor 
suits brought there. 


The reform, although sorely 
needed, is already the subject 
of much controversy. Small

MAN IS ROASTED 


T0 STREAMLINE IN OVEN IN SPACE 


VEHICLE TESTS 


By RICHARD DUDMAN

WASHINGTON, Dec. 31—Ex- 
periments in which a naked 
man was roasted five minutes 
in an oven at temperatures 
that reached 400 degrees Fahr- 
enheit have helped show how 
to design space vehicles. 

The oven tests were de- 
scribed yesterday by Dr. Paul 
Webb of the aero medical lab- 
oratory at Wright Air Devel- 
opment Center in Ohio before 
the American Association for 
the Advancement of Science 

Another speaker at a sym- 
posium on “Man and His En- 
vironment in Space” disagreed 
with this approach. He said, 
in effect, that the machine 
should be fitted to the man, 
not. the man to the machine. 

Dr. Webb said the man was 
seated in an oven four feet 
square and four feet 
first undressed, then protected 
with light clothing and finally 
dressed in heavy Arctic flight 
gear. Banks of radiant heat 
lamps raised the temperature, 
sometimes at 50 degrees a min- 
ute 
grees a minute. 

“An exposure was continued 
until the subject called a halt,” 
Dr. Webb said. 

Took Turns in Oven.

He said 
he and five other scientists at 
the medical laboratory took 
turns in the oven. 

Although 
reached 500 degrees or 
tiny thermometers sewn 
the subject's skin showed that 
the skin temperature never 
rose above 120 degrees in the 
five-minute span of each ex- 
periment. 

The nude subject was 
to stand a slow heat pulse 
which peaked at 350 degrees 
or 400 degrees, the lower fig- 
ure being for the shallower 
rate of rise, he reported. He 
added that a lightly clothed 
man could stand about 450 de- 
grees, while the heavily clothed 
subject “scarcely felt the heat 
until 500 degrees was reached.”

The tests were intended to 
match the conditions that might 
be felt by the pilot of a 
manned rocket in the critical 
few minutes at the end of a 
flight when the space ship en- 
tered the earth’s atmosphere. 
Temperatures on the surface of 
the craft will reach 2000 de- 
grees and higher, Dr. Webb 
said, although the man inside 
would be protected by insula- 
tion and water-cooled walls.

Despite the sternness of the 
stress he put on Berlin, Nikita 
Khrushchev gave a clue in his 
talk with Senator Hubert H. 
Humphrey (Dem.), Minnesota, 
to a calculation deeper than 
the surface bluster. What he 
said, as reported by Humphrey 
in a briefing of top government 
officials, can be paraphrased 
as follows: 

“You in the West have in 
NATO a military defense or- 
ganization that has no purpose 
at all. We are going to defeat 
you, not by fighting you in Eu- 
rope, but by giving economic 
help and guidance to the under- 
developed countries. That is 
what we are doing now and we 
are doing it very successfully.” 


Ulterior Motive. 

Even when this is heavily 
discounted as propaganda, it 
suggests an ulterior motive for 
the racket over Berlin. 

Herewith is the case for that 
motive as it is argued by those 
who are trying to look behind 
the language of bluster and in- 
vective. 

First, Khrushchev cannot be 
so deluded as to think that the 
West will, in response to his 
belligerent demand, march out 
and abandon Berlin to some 
shadowy status as a “free city.” 
He is too much of a realist for 
that. Nor can it be assumed 
that this realist wants to start 
World War III over Berlin. 


Austria suggests itself. The 
first noises the Russians made 
in 1955 over a change in the 
status of occupied Austria were 
angry noises. The threat was 
that the eastern part of Aus- 
tria would be lopped off and 
given to the satellites.

Evading a Court Mandate 


Congressman Walter’s clever little plan for 
enlarging and renaming the House Un-Ameri- 
can Activities Committee has an obvious pur- 
pose. It is to evade the consequences of the 
Supreme Court’s 1957 decision in the Watkins 
case. The Democratic leadership ought to 
wash its hands of any such scheme. 

Mr. Walter wants to establish a new com- 
mittee—headed, of course, by himself—on 
Internal Security, Nationality and Migration. 
This committee would handle matters of im- 
migration, nationalization, passports and refu- 
gee resettlement that are now the province 
of other committees; and in addition, ques- 
tions relating to sedition, espionage and sub- 
versive activities. 

There is no logical reason for combining 
such disparate affairs in one committee. There 
are strong reasons against it. To put passports 
and immigration under the jurisdiction of an 
internal security committee suggests that for- 
eign travel and immigration are primarily se- 
curity problems. They are not. 


The real reason why Mr. Walter wants to 
absorb these fields in his renamed Un-Ameri- 
can Activities committee, we feel sure, is the 
hope that they might lend some color of sanc- 
tion to the continuation of his committee’s 
historic witch-hunt. The House ought, in- 
stead, to face up to the full consequences of 
the Watkins case decision. If it does so, the 
House will either disband the committee or 
give it a clearly defined charter of legal and 
valid authority. 

By Supreme Court decision, the committee 
has no such valid authority now. It is charged 
to investigate subversive propaganda and “un- 
American” activities, but the Court held these 
terms to be so broad and fuzzy as to amount 
to no clear delegation of power at all. The 
committee, the court found, “is allowed, in 
essence, to define its own authority”—and for 
that reason its citation of a reluctant witness 
for contempt was held legally void. 

Will the House heed that clear decision? It 
should. And in the doing, it should carefully 
ponder the Court’s words which set the boun- 
daries of proper action: 


Broad as is the (congressional) power of 
inquiry, it is not unlimited. There is no gen- 
eral authority to expose the private affairs 
of individuals without justification in terms 
of the functions of the Congress. . Nor 
is the Congress a law enforcement or trial 
agency. These are functions of the execu- 
tive and judicial departments of govern- 
ment. No inquiry is an end in itself; it must 
be related to and in furtherance of a legiti- 
mate task of Congress. Investigations con- 
ducted solely for the personal aggrandize- 
ment of the investigators or to “punish” 
those investigated are indefensible. 

There is no congressional power to expose 
for the sake of exposure. It is the re- 
sponsibility of the Congress, in the first in- 
stance, to insure that compulsory process 
is used only in furtherance of a legislative 
purpose. That requires that the instructions 
to an investigating committee spell out that 
group's jurisdiction and purpose with suffi- 
cient particularity. 


If the House can draft a committee charter 
which meets these terms, and can guarantee 
that committee members will conduct them- 
selves within them, it can perhaps justify a 
committee on internal security. It cannot jus- 
tify such a committee without that kind of 
charter. And it cannot justify hiding “un- 
American activities” under a cover of “immi- 
gration” and “passports.” 


The City Runs a Deficit 

The Board of Estimate has reacted with 
commendable prudence to the report that the 
city faces an operating deficit of $2,500,000 
when its fiscal year ends in April. A bar on 
hiring to fill vacancies and on the purchase 
of all except emergency supplies and equip- 
ment has been ordered. 

Even so, a substantial operating deficit still 
is likely. Income estimates, especially from 
the merchants and manufacturers tax, were 
far too rosy. 

Deficits are not at all unusual in the his- 
tory of municipal government in St. Louis. 
An operating deficit in April would be the 
twenty-seventh since 1920. 

A rise in the earnings tax rate is the 
principal hope: of raising new money. If the 
earnings tax bill goes through the Legislature 
—and if the people then can be persuaded to 
approve it at the polls—the city will be able 
to breathe comfortably. But if the earnings 
tax bill gets hung up for any reason, previous 
financial crises will seem mild compared to 
the one that now is in the making. 


The Race Grows Close 


The decision of the Republican liberals to 
back Senator Cooper of Kentucky for leader 
of their party in the Senate puts the progres- 
sive group within striking distance of success 
in their battle with the Old Guard. 

They have first a nucleus of 10 Senators 
who have joined in bringing about the show- 
down: Cooper plus Aiken and Prouty (Vt.), 
Kuchel (Calif.), Bush (Conn.), Javits and 
Keating (N.Y.), Case (N.J.), Scott (Pa.), and 
Carlson ( Kan.). 

Two other Republican Senators are counted 
as certain to support Cooper against Dirksen 
of Illinois. They are Wiley (Wis.), and Mor- 
ton (Ky.), the latter having said he would 
support Cooper if Cooper ran. 

This gives the liberals 12 of a necessary 
18. If they pick up the votes of Senators 
Smith (Me.), Langer (N.D.), and Williams 
(Del.), they will have 15 and the race grows 
very close. It is at this point that President 
Eisenhower's stand-off attitude hurts. For he 
could easily be the deciding factor in persuad- 
ing three or more needed votes to line up 
with the Republicans who support him when 
the Old Guard votes against him on key tests. 


Mistake Made on the Moon? 


One might almost believe that the Missouri 
Highway Commission’s plans for a new, toll- 
free bridge at the foot of Poplar street were 
drawn on the moon. They involve 25 of the 
82 acres cleared for the riverfront national 
memorial—land which for two decades has 
been United States property. Could the Jef- 
ferson City planners have been unaware of: 
this? 

The bridge is not only desirable; it is neces- 
sary. That is why the plans should be changed 
instead of becoming a cause for delay. Mayor 
Tucker has called a meeting of all concerned. 
City and Federal officials can help the high- 
way commission out of its dilemma. They 
can point out several alternatives, and the 
commission should be eager enough to accept 
one of them. 

Over ‘the years, it has been necessary to 
oppose stadiums, housing projects and other 
schemes to trespass on this area. The long 


campaign to get rid of the elevated railroad 
tracks was brought to a successful conclusion 
only recently. How can anybody now think 
of constructing great ramps that encroach 
on park territory? 


Less Than 10 New Years? 


Tennessee Williams is not saying “Happy 
New Year!”—at least not with much warmth 
and good feeling. And he is not finding much 
pleasure today in hearing the traditional 
greeting. Instead of responding with “Same 
to you,” he is more likely to say: “Gather ye 
rosebuds while ye may.” 

Of course, this playwright always was in- 
clined to protect his eyes by keeping them 
off the bright side of things. His characters 
are better at getting into a mess than out of 
one. But now he has enlarged his cast to 
include the whole human race. He doubts 
that it will be around for another 10 years. 
And that is no comedy. 

“People talk glibly about what kind of cars 
they will have in 1970 and how long it will 
take to get to the moon,” he said. “My opin- 
ion is that you and I, not to mention the rest 
of the human race, won't be here by 1970. I 
think Armageddon is really at hand this time. 
. . . We talk seriously about living in outer 
space when we haven't yet learned to live on 
earth without fighting each other. .. . If 
people acted like nations they would be put 
in straitjackets. .. . Hostility has the world 
by the throat.” 


When literary men look into the crystal, 
they invariably see a future murky and sable- 
dark. This has been the professional canon 
from the days of Homer’s Trojan Cassandra 
to those of C. S, Lewis, Aldous Huxley and 
George Orwell—and their days are ours, too. 


It is rather easy to argue that ti per- 
centages favor the more dire forebodings. Yet 
whatever the long range prospects of the 
world and of the race may be, we predict 
with confidence that the noise Mr. Williams 
—and all other ominous brooders—will hear 
tonight will not be the noise of the big bombs. 
It will be, rather, the noise of the Romans 
throwing crockery into the streets as they 
do each New Year’s Eve. It will be the noise 
of the throng gathered around St. Paul’s in 
London waiting for the twelfth stroke of the 
resonant clock-bell. It will be the noise of 
New York’s Times Square crowd waiting for 
the electronic signal to sound a fanfare of 
paper horns. It. will be the noise, every- 
where, of champagne corks popping, of glasses 
tinkling, of the ever-optimistic salute to the 
beginning of yet another year. 

Whistling in a dark grave-yard? Maybe, but 
we doubt it. We prefer to believe—and we 
believe we are right—that the New Year's 


greeting is the ever-recurring expression of- 


the confidence of the race. It is a re-asser- 
tion of the conviction that all tomorrows are 
made today, that another year full of days 
means just sO many more opportunities to 
manage the business of the world so that the 
future will be but a satellite reflecting the 
glow of the present.

Four Votes for Fluoridation 


When the new County Council is organized 
next week, it ought to move at once toward 
a fluoridation ordinance. There are more 
than 100,000 youngsters of school age in the 
county. On the average they develop one 
cavity a year. Upwards of 60 per cent of 
this dental decay could be prevented by 
fluoridating the water supply. 


The new Council will contain a bipartisan 
majority in favor of this proved public health 
technique. It will include Democrats Maurice 
Abramson and RusseH Grantham and Repub- 
licans Richard A. Hetlage and John Molloy. 
Only four votes are necessary to pass an ordi- 
nance in the seven-member Council. 


If Supervisor McNary were to veto the 
measure it would need one more vote. But if 
Mr. McNary would do nothing—if he would 
duck the issue, as he did so frequently as a 
Councilman—fluoridation could pass. Under 
the County Charter, whenever the Supervisor 
fails within 15 days either to sign or to veto 
an ordinance presented to him, the Council by 
resolution may cite the fact of such failure 
and the ordinance then becomes effective.

Strong words about the folly of denying to 
the President of the United States the power 
to veto selected items in appropriations bills 
come from a former White House economist. 
Combined with the piecemeal method of ap- 
propriations, it makes “a sensible procedure 
today almost out of reach,” says Dr. Gabriel 
S. Hauge, now finance chairman of the Manu- 
facturers Trust Company of New York. The 
fight to close this costly gap in the presiden- 
tial powers has gone on for 80 years and has 
been waged, in turn, by Presidents Franklin 
D. Roosevelt, Harry S. Truman and Dwight D. 
Eisenhower. 


The limitation which requires the President 
to reject or accept finance bills in toto de- 
prives him of authority to exercise a dis- 
criminating control over the nation’s purse. 
It makes it easy for Representatives and Sena- 
tors to force through appropriations which 
will make political capital in their parts of 
the country but are not worth the cost to the 
national treasury. ‘Pork barrel” rivers and 
harbors bills are among the most flagrant 
examples. The President is:faced with the 
unenviable alternative of accepting certain 
wastes of public funds or foregoing legislation 
which is absolutely necessary to the operation 
of the Government. 


The item veto was adopted by the House 
as an amendment to an appropriation bill in 
1938 but was eliminated by the Senate Ap- 
propriations Committee. A _ constitutional 
amendment providing for it was offered by 
the late Senator Vandenberg of Michigan in 
1945 but was allowed to die. It is an anomaly 
indeed that the Governors of 39 states, in- 
cluding ‘Missouri, possess the selective veto 
while the President, who requires it far more, 
has never been able to obtain it. 

Congress would show its ability to rise 
above sectional advanta; 
tional interest if it would, even thus belatedly, 
set plans in motion to provide for the Presi-

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Lip Service Is No Service to Liberty 


Paying Tribute to John Peter Zenger, Editor Calls for Living for Liberty

It would be as easy as it would be 
trite to stand here and briefly extol 
the beauties and the splendors of 
our liberties. We could venerate, as 
we should, John Locke, Jean Jacques 
Rousseau, Francis Bacon, John Mil- 
ton, John Peter Zenger—with whom 
this church is so intimately associ- 
ated—and Mr. Jefferson himself. All 
these men struck their great blows 
for liberty, and the rights we ven- 
erate are a sort of distillation of 
their dangerous 
thoughts. 

I say dangerous 
because they were 
F so regarded then, 
0} and are so re- 
garded still. We 
would perhaps do 
better service to 
their shades if we 
reminded ourselves, here and now, 
that the American experiment is still 
an experiment and that it is by no 
means certain that history’s ultimate 
judgment will be that we preserved 
our freedom or even deserved to 
do so. It was Gilbert Chesterton 
who said of Wilson’s famous phrase: 
“The world will never be safe for 
democracy. It is a much too dan- 
gerous thing for that.” 


Before you recoli tn shock at that 
statement ask the still calm voice 
of your inner conscience whether 
you have, at any time in the past 
decade, suppressed the expression 
of your true and your honest beliefs 
out of some self-serving purpose, out 
of some motivation which does not 
increase, but rather erodes, your 
inner sense of integrity. Perhaps 
there is someone here who can say 
that he has not done so, and indeed 
I hope there is. But I shall not ask 
him to stand. He might feel lonely. 


To illustrate what I mean I should 
like to repeat a story told to me by 
Mr. Thomas J. Watson, who as you 
know is president of the Internation- 
al Business Machines which is doing 
so much to replace independent, 
individual thinking with electronic 
Mr. Watson atones for 
this by being himself a man of the 
utmost courage and candor. 

At the height—or depth—of the 
period which has now entered into 
history under the name of McCarthy- 
ism, Mr. Watson was approached by 
a man he described as a shyster law- 
yer. It seems that someone had 
found in a washroom of the IBM 
building a detailed drawing which 
appeared to be the plans and spec- 
ification of a radar system.

The worst service we can pay to 
St. Paul’s Church, or to John Peter 
Zenger, is to pay mere lip service 
to either. It is not the trial of 
Zenger we should talk about. It is 


rather the doubt so very widely ex- 
pressed in recent years that the Bill 
of Rights could even be enacted in 


America today. 


If that is true, then we must ask 
ourselves what are we doing here— 
merely repeating tribal incantations, 
revering some ancient mystery whose 
meaning we have in practice forgot? 
If that is true then let us in the 
name of God, here and now go home. 
Let us have the grace to go and 
search our souls in silence, to dis- 
cover what we have done or not done 
that the Bill of Rights could even 
fall into question. 

If you are shocked by the public 
degradation of Boris Pasternak, a 
Nobel prizewinner, in Russia, were 
you equally shocked by the effort 
that was made in the United States, 
to send Arthur Miller, a Pultizer 
prizewinner, to prison? Pasternak is 
being persecuted for his insistence 
on preserving the individual’s right 
to dignity and to self-respect. Ar- 
thur Miller took the position that 
it would violate his own sense of 
dignity and self-respect to be com- 
pelled to name men and women who 
were his associates in an unpopular 
political movement. 

These things are all as grains of 
sand, not important in themselves, 
but in total encompassing the ocean. 
And like the patterns that the wind 
writes in sand they tell us how the 
wind is blowing. They tell us wheth- 
er we, not as Americans of Mr. Jef- 
ferson’s heritage, but as Americans 
here today, in this world, not his, de- 
serve our freedoms. They tell us 
whether we are using these free- 
doms,;, for like any other useful 
muscle, they atrophy from disuse 

A man who does not walk for years 
will find his legs shrivel. A man 
who does not express his true opin- 
ions will eventually find that he has 
none worth expressing. He may 
righteously denounce the Chinese 
Pavlovs for washing people's brains, 
but meanwhile he will have washed 
his own. Dry-washed it on a do-it- 
yourself basis. 

It is not merely what people think 
and say that is important. It is what 
they think and fail to say that deter- 
mines their character. 

What the Bill of Rights is all 
about can be summarized very quick- 
ly. It is the right to ask questions— 
of anybody and everything. It is 
also the right to assume that no 
question is ever finally answered, 
that all questions must from time to 
time be re-examined. 

And the test’ as to whether you 
have been faithful to this spirit is to 
ask yourself what question-asker you 
have, either by your opposition or 
your silence, helped to suppress. 


A Lesson in Journalism From The New York Times

ORIENTAL FIGURE 


“Haniwa”™ Sculpture Prev- 
alent Around Fifth 
Century. 


A terra cotta horse's head. 
made in Japan to decorate a 
tomb 1400 to 1700 years ago, 
has been acquired by City Art 
Museum for $700 and will be 
placed on display Friday in the 
new accessions gallery. 

Museum § Director 
Nagel said the sculpture was 
obtained through the W. K. 
Bixby Oriental Art Fund. It is 
a type of sculpture called 
“haniwa,” and was prevalent 
around the fifth century. 

Originally the haniwa were 
undecorated, fired, terra cotta 
cylinders placed in a circle 
around the base of large earth 
tombs to help retain the earth, 
Nagel explained. Later’ the 
cylinders were developed into 
likenesses of human beings and 
animals. 

Nagel said the haniwa sculp- 
tures are pre-Buddhist. He 
said they offer examples of 
original Japanese art before 
the more sophisticated Chinese 
culture spread into the islands 
The figures were made by 
simple craftsmen, working in 
haste following the death of 
an important person. 

Haniwa figures are charac- 
teristically hollow, it was point- 
ed out. This permitted fire to 
reach all parts more evenly 
Perforations for eyes and 
mouth allowed gases to escape, 
which helped avoid cracks due 
to firing.

Has Practiced in St. Louis 
for 60 Years — 89 
Years Old. | 


William R. Gentry Sr., who 
almost gave up the practice of 
law after losing his first case 
more than 62 vears ago, today 
closed his law books on a suc- 
cessful career. 

The 89-year-old lawyer, 
has become a well-known fig- 
ure in trial courts in St. Louis 
in the last 60 vears, retired 
from practice after a brief 
visit to his law office in the 
Louderman Building. In re- 
has headed the 
firm of Gentry, Bryant and 
Sheppard. Formerly. his firm 
was Watts and Gentry. 

Born at Columbia, Mo., Gen- 
try attended the University of 
Missouri, where he obtained 
his law degree in 1896. He was 
the bar and en- 
gaged in legal practice there 
until December 1898, when he 
moved to St. Louis. 

Loss of First Case. 

Recalling the first case he 
had in circuit court at Colum- 
bia, Gentry recounted how he

had “seriously considered” 
abandoning law after losing 
the case. 


“Il had filed a replevin suit 
to regain a coon hound for my 
client,” he recalled “It was 
an open and shut case, | 
thought, but my main witness 
showed up in court so drunk 
he couldn't testify.

He stated that the requests 
for new appropriations would 
be “considerably in excess of 
the appropriations for 1959 thus

department expenditures for 
fiscal 1960 would be higher 
than in any previous year. This 
will include carry-over funds 
and new appropriations 

He named 14 programs in 
which the 1960 Eisenhower 
budget will provide for in- 
creased funds; 10 programs to 
be carried at present level; 
and one, the important Nation- 
al Institutes of Health Research 
program, to be carried at the 
level mandated last year by 
Congress, $294,000,000 

In the “increased funds” 
listing was a pregram to pro- 
vide for training more per- 
sonnel in the public welfare 
tield 

A second new proposal is 
assistance for “public health 
schools. This would not await 
regular appropriations but 
would be included in a sup- 
plemental appropriation with 
the idea of launching the pro- 
gram before the end of this 
fiscal year.

31 (‘AP)—Alex Olmedo, a 


modern, racquet-swinging star from far-off Peru, recaptured 
the Davis Cup for the United States today and in the progress 
knocked Ashley Cooper from the world amateur tennis throne. 


In a fantastic exhibition of 


poise and court craftsmanship, | Tennis Experts Say 


the 22-year-old national col- 


legiate chanipion from South- 
ern California, smashed the 
Australian, Wimbledon and 
United States champion, 6-3, 
4-6, 6-4, 8-6, to send the cov- 
eted cup back to America for 
the first time since 1954 

The final count of the chal- 
lenge round was 3-2. Barry 
MacKay of Dayton, Ohio, was 
beaten by Mal Anderson in the 
final singles, 7-5, 13-11, 11-9 
This was an anti-climax, for 
Olmedo, practically an un- 
known here, had clinched it 
when he whipped Cooper. 

It was Alex who sent the 
United States hopes soaring 
when he gave them the first 
point with a victory over An- 
derson, then teamed with Ham 
Richardson to send the Ameri- 
cans ahead again in the dou- 
bles with a victory over An- 
derson and Neale Fraser after 


the Aussies had tied it when 
Cooper licked MacKay. 
Finally, it was this young 


son of Peru—the first foreigner 
ever to represent the United 
States in Davis Cup competi- 
tion—who squashed the world’s 
greatest and brought the cup 
back to Peru's friend'y neigh- 
bor. 

Actually, Alex hasn't been 
in Peru in five years and that 
long residence in the United 
States qualified him for. the 
American team, 

After winning the final game 
at love, Olmedo rushed into the 
arms of 70-year-old Perry 
Jones, the United States cap- 
tain, who has been his bene- 
factor and tutor since he ar- 
rived in the United States. It 
was the wily Jones who in- 
sisted that Olmedo be made 
a member of the team over the 
objections of some members of 
the cup committee who thought 
it might look bad for a for- 
eigner to play for the United 
States. 

It Was Olmedo’s Show. 


It was a staggering blow for 
the Aussies and their slick cap- 
tain, Harry Hopman, who had 
been overwhelmingly favored 
to retain the trophy they won 
seven of the past eight years 
This was the greatest upset in 
the history of Davis Cup com- 
petition. 

The trophy is named for the 
late Dwight F. Davis, former 
St. Louisan who donated the 
big bowl to stimulate interest 
internationally in his favorite 
sport. 

And there is no doubt about 
it—the show was all Olmedo’s. 
This .youngster was a virtual 
unknown on the United States 


circuit until he made a favor- | 


able impression last summer. 

Perhaps the most amazing 
part of the match was that the 
seasoned Cooper—who along 
with Anderson is ready to sign 
a professional contract with 
Jack Kramer—was the one who 
became unnerved. Until he 
joined the United States team, 
Olmedo never had seen a Davis 
Cup match. 

Cooper served no fewer than 
11 double faults. Time and 
again Olmedo, who is of Inca 
Indian blood lines, took advan- 
tage of the tall Aussie’s lapses 

In the first three games of 
the first set, Cooper could win 
only four points while Olmedo 
held his own service twice and 
broke the Aussie once. 

That was the way the match 
went. It was press, press, press 
.. . never let Cooper get on 
the offensive. 

Cooper, it must be said, 
never gave up. He's not the 
type.

A major change in the 1959 


Missouri Wildlife Code liberal- | 


izes the creel limits on large- 


mouth and Kentucky (spotted) | 


bass and places a limit on 
crappie. Effective January I, | 
there will be no closed season 


on largemouth and Kentucky 
bass, and the creel and pos- 
session limits are increased 


from 6 daily and 12 in posses- 
sion to 10 and 20. The new 
crappie regulation becomes 30 
daily and 60 in possession. For- 
merly there were no limits on 
crappie. For channel catfish 
the 1959 regulation permits a 
catch of 10 daily and 20 in pos- 
session. 

Under the new regulations 
the only closed season on fish- 
ing in Missouri is for small- 
mouth bass in all waters of the 
state from March 1 through 
May 29, except six major im- 
poundments — Norfork, Bull 
Shoals, Clearwater, Taneycomo. 
Table Rock and Lake of the 
Ozarks. In these lakes small- 
mouth bass are legal fish the 
year round 

These new regulations are in 
keeping with requests from 
individual sportsmen and 
Sportsmen's organizations dur- 


ing the meetings throughout 
the state by personnel repre- 


senting the Conservation Com- 
mission 
Sold on Other States. 

Many sportsmen were of the 
opinion that a “sky-limit” on 
crappie was too liberal. It af- 
forded the violators the oppor- 
tunity to net or otherwise ille- 
gally take these fishes in large 
numbers and transport them 
out of the state for sale in 
other states that legalized the 
sale of game fishes. If they 
were not apprehended in the 
actual illicit act, they - could 
claim that they were taken by 
hook and line, and a conviction 


was impossible. 
Although the fishery biolo- 
gists are of the opinion that 


the crappie population is suf- 
ficient to the point that a limit 
regulation is not. necessary, 
their way of thinking was often 
challenged by anglers who 
claimed that the no-limit rule 
had depleted the crappie num- 


bers in many of the large 
impoundments. 

One resort owner relates 
that he saw an angler dress 


150 of these fishes which were 
s0 small that he was able to 
transport them home in his 
minnow bucket. With the no- 
limit regulation, many of the 
finger - length fishes were 
thrown on the banks and 
wasted A catch of 30 with 
60 in possession should be suf- 
ficient to satisfy the most avid 
angler. 

The closed season on small- 
mouth bass, March 1 through 
May 29. on the streams was a 
necessary step if this favored 
species is to be,, preserved. 
This period should adequately 
cover their spawning activity 
and afford an opportunity for 
them to bring forth a new 
brood before they fall victim 
to an angler’s lure. 

There are two varieties of 
this fish in Missouri The 
northern smallmouth bass is 
found in the north-flowing 
Ozark streams and the creeks 
that enter the Mississippi. The 
other variety, nick-named 
“Brownie” and sometimes 
“Neosho” smallmouth, lives in 
the south-flowing Ozark rivers. 
They look much alike and can 
be identified only by close ex- 
amination. Both varieties of 
course, are protected by the 
new regulation. 

Smaller Scales. 

The smallmouth can be dis- 
tinguished from. the large- 
mouth and Kentucky bass be- 
cause of the much smaller 
scales and the mouth which 
extends only to the middle of 
the eye instead of beyond its 
back edge. They do not have 
the lateral black stripe of 
scales along the side that 


causes the other two varieties , 


to be called “linesides” by 
many native Ozark anglers. 
Instead. the smaHmouth has 


vertical black blotches or bars 
of a darker color. 

They are creatures of their 
environment and their colora- 
tion can not be depended on 
for identification purposes. If 
they inhabit the deep, dark 
bluff holes. they are often as 
black as a bullhead catfish, 
but. if their habitat is along 
a stretch of gleaming sandbars, 
they will be as brightly colored 
as the golden trout of Califor- 
something 


nia. There is that 
about the smallmouth that is 
unmistakable—once you know 


them—and the plea of unfa- 


miliarity of the species will 
excuse no one during the 
closed season if a conserva- 
tion agent should see one 
impaled on the stringer. 

When many of the large 


man-made lakes were first ac- 
tivated, especially those on the 
White, Black and Northfork 
rivers, the catch of large and 
smallmouth bass was nearly 
equal. But water of the 
poundments was not their 
natural habitat. They favor 
the fast waters that are cooled 
by the 
empty into the streams.

strewn stretches of the White, 
with large pools between the 
riffles, was the ideal habitat 
fer this doughty warrior.

English-French 
Champagne Battle 


NEW YORK, Dec. 31. 


FRANCE AND ENGLAND are at it again. The two 
staunch allies are in conflict over something dear to every 
Frenchman’s heart—wine, and the entire Western alliance 
may be shattered if it isn’t resolved. 

This is what has hap- 

oh opened: 

“ge It will be known te 
history as the Cham- 
pagne Campaign, of 
course, and it takes the 
British back to , their 
glorious past, when they 
were fighting the French 
and the Spanish all over 
the world, or else allying 
themselves with one 
against the other. 

A British wine com- 
pany which has been im- 
porting a Spanish wine 
which it sells under the 
name of Spanish cham- 
pagne, was brought to 
court by the champagne 
interests on a charge of 
wrongfully using the 
name champagne. Plain- 
tiff said only wine orig- 
inating in the Champagne district of France was entitled 
to the name. ; 

A week-long hearing produced expert witnesses on 
both sides, including some notable gourmets, and even the 
venerable president of the Wine and Food Society, M. 
Andre Simon, who said he had been drinking champagne 
for 68 years, and ought to know it. 


The prosecution suffered ftts most grievous 
blow when its witnesses had to admit that South 
African sherry, Australian burgundy, Yugoslav 
hock, Israeli Claret, and American, Russian, 
Chinese, German and Chilean champagne were all 
sold without let or hindrance, and therefore Span- 
ish champagne would not make much difference. 
The prosecution's case really did fold when its star 
witness, a representative of the French Institute 
for Controlled Appellation, had to confess that 
even in France they could not control all appella- 
tions, and brazenly made and sold wines labeled 
‘Tokay d’Alsace” and “Malaga Francaise.”

Even though the jury was not allowed to sample either 
French or Spanish champagne—in fact, perhaps BECAUSE 
it did not try the Spanish champagne—it ruled for the 
defendant, thus allowing Spanish champagne to be sold 
freely in Britain. 

Now, in military terms, the battle of the bottles had 
not been joined yet. This verdict wag merely the rupture 
of diplomatic relations which precedes actual conflict. 

That conflict has now started. While the champagne 
people are issuing an ultimatum, in the form of an injunc- 
tion against the sale of Spanish champagne, guerrilla war- 
fare has broken out. It is only a question of time before 
large forces find themselves locked in combat all over the 
globe. Not only are Britain, France, and Spain, involved, 
as they were in Queen Elizabeth's day (Good Queen Bess), 
but the following forecast of action and counter-action 
will illustrate how easily the spark of conflict can spread 
to a conflagration involving everybody. 

Suppose French patriots have gone under the bar, 
organized themselves into the Maquis; or rather the anti- 
sicKee and have stopped selling Scotch whiskey in Paris 
bars, as a reprisal against the Spanish champagne invasion. 
This has brought immediate counter-reprisal from the 
Scots, but not against the French, only against the English. 
The two big resistance centers of Glasgow and Edinburgh 
are threatening to stop drinking London gin, because they 
blame the English for causing the French to stop drinking 
Scotch. The Scots are even reported to be making over- 
tures to the Russians, seeking a vodka deal with Moscow 
.to make up the gin deficiency, The Poles are not too happy 
about this latest evidence of Russian expansionism. They 
claim their vodka is better than the Russian, and besides 
there are more Poles than Russians in Scotland. The Yugo- 
slavs, only too happy to upset the Kremlin's vodka barrel, 
are offering the Scots the latest type of slivovitz, with com- 
plete maintenance and adequate spare parts. 

The United States is still hoping for a peaceful solu- 
tion, and is keeping its cellar dry untf! it can see the red 
of the enemy’s eyes. But it is girding for any eventuality, 
secure in its knowledge that it is self-sufficient in gin, 
vermouth, and ice. | 

What next? Who knows? Whom can such a senseless 
conflict benefit except the Women’s Christian Temperance 


Union? Whither champagne? Only time can tell.

Briton Views U.S. 
Christmas on TV 


Mr. O'Donovan, Washington Correspondent for the Low 
don Observer, writes periodically on the American Scene, 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 31. 

IT CROUCHES IN THE CORNER of the living room 
looking a little ashamed of its prominence. It is enthroned 
in the rumpus room, at home among the folding chairs and 
scattered rugs. Beat up and scarred with the rings of 
innumerable glasses, it 
promises a cozy return to 
familiar things in strange 
hotel bedrooms. Distin- 
guished in fine veneers 
tortured into all _ the 
shapes that Europe ever 
thought of, it waits in 
the libraries of the rich. 

The supreme week in 
American television is 
over. Such a lingering 
on the brink of tears, so 
much to be sold, so many 
prejudices to be satisfied 
and so many awkward 
-points to be avoided — 
American television has 
ended its Christmas week 
leaving millions feeling 
good and a few sick. 

It is not known if na- 
tions get the television 
they deserve. It is hard 
to think what America has done to earn al] this. Yet one 
might have learned a lot trom what was shown last week, 
though it would hardly have been the whole truth.

Television began its assault on Christmas 
after most of the shops were already ‘ decorated. 
It began at the start of December with hopped-up 
selling and with Yuletide spectaculars. Thus, you 
were offered a new Rambler (a sort of car) that ‘ 
would be delivered at your door on Christmas eve. 
And there would be a big bow on it. And there 
would be nothing to pay before February. Cos- 
metics were sold to the sound of bells. Showgirls 
tended to have their brief costumes edged with 
white fur. Snow fell during the old-time songs. 
Non-doctrinal sacred songs got in among the pop 
numbers. To the experienced viewer, there was no 
doubt what it all meant. 


Christmas began to get into everything like grit into 
a carburetor. Adult Westerns tended to preoccupy them- 
selves with the plight of a boy reccntly orphaned (usually 
by hanging, of course) and “Silent Night,” sung in a spot- 
light by a.star in front of a choir in shadow, became a 
nightly threat. 

Dick Clark, who is the disc jockey arbiter of rock ‘n’ 
roll, gave a Christmas party, and the sleek and youthful 
male stars who cultivate the current, slightly criminal look, 
turned up to express their seasonal] affection. 

Even into a police thriller which is called “Naked City,’”” 
the gentle season was irserted. Two policemen were stak- 
ing out a liquor store, night and day. But the policemen 
gave a party to the local poor children in their station and 
a Jewish policeman volunteered to do the duty of an Irish 
one, and the Jewish policeman went back to the liquor 
store and was shot. 


In “Dragnet,” the two sulten detectives spent all 
Christmas day looking for someone who killed a woman on 
Christmas eve and in a church yard. Helen Hayes appeared 
as a nun. - 

It was also a time of unbridled sentimentality. The 
woman announcer who dealt with the annual production of 
Menotti’s “Amahl and the Night Visitors” appeared to be 
in tears after the three kirgs had gone away roaring sacred 
music in the night, and the little cured cripple had left 
his mother to present his crutch at Bethlehem. 

It has been a long-drawn-out orgy, innocent in intent 
if light in content. 


No one seems to take television seriously in 
America except as an occasional political weapon 
or to attack it for triviality or a sustained invita- 
tion to violence. Almost every serious or pre- 
tentious program is an act of conscious respon- 
sibility on the part of a network or a sponsor. 
American TY is geared to the flat, tired basis of 
men’s minds, Unbeatable in comedy, skilful in 
sadism, uninhibited in sentiment, ruthless in news 
gathering and prudish in certain narrow and arbi- 
trary fields, it less and less tries to fulfil a respon- 
sible role, falls far below the intentions and prac- 
tice of American newspapers. The rears thing 
is that any good remains at all. 


Yet it does, and any such blanket condemnation of the 
past week is inadequate because it ignores the exceptions. 
There was music and singing that lay on the other side of 
“Silent Night.” There were the splendors of the religious 
services—some where great wealth is allied to the Anglican 
tradition to produce a fantastic magnificence; some where 
the Catholics crowded their altars and cathedrals as if 
whole towns had turned out to worship God, and some 
where choirs that reach banked up to the roof, sang their 
heads off with delight. There was the quiet sanity of the 
commentators, and even from the mass of triviality and 
near-corruption in which these things were stuck—ike 
plums, there eme.ged a pleasure in the season that in 
retrospect seems very real.

“They turned on the lights 
to show the boy I was still 
alive,” Pete said, “but he so 
associated the movie with re- 
ality, he wouldn't believe it 
until they started the picture 
at the beginning again.

“I did in films,” he. said. 
“You are in an important scene, 
and say to yourself: ‘Gad, I 


hope I don't blow this!’ But it’s 
different in a play. A few lines 
are not magnified out of pro- 
portion as they are in taking a 
film scene. You're more confi- 
dent because if you slip a little 
on a line, or don't get the laugh 
you should, it’s only a small 
part of the whole play, and you 
can correct it next perform- 
ance. This is my first profes- 
sional play, and the experience 
is tremendous.” 

He said that when he read 
for Miss Harris and the direc- 
tor for the role in “The Watm 
Peninsula,” of the charming 
gigilo with whom Miss Harris 
as a shy spinter falls in love, 
he did his best “acting,” man- 
aging to appear calm and as- 


sured. “You have to be,” he

DEAR DR. STEINCROHN: Can anything be done by 
a wife for a husband who is an alcoholic and won't admit 
it and do anything voluntarily? I have endured this for 
almost 30 years and am at the end of my rope. It has 
taken a terrible toll 
bucking it much longer. 

Because he doesn’t come home staggering drunk 
except occasionally, he doesn’t feel that I have any cause 
for complaint. His daily pattern-ef drinking is just enough 
to change his disposition and personality completely. 


He takes six ounces of vodka or bourbon 
before dinner and doesn’t want dinner until this 
has had a chance to really take hold. He imbibes 
before breakfast and on weekends. He has six 
ounces before lunch. Just as the effects are wear- 
ing off he repeats the dose. When we have guests 
he serves one after the other, and ften imbibes 
secretly in the kitchen, 


Liquor has affected him to the point of his having 
an ill disposition. He doesn’t think anyone has a correct 
opinion on anything but himself.
